Entity History and Formation

The Energy Co-op was originatly incorporated on August 21, 1980 as the Northwest Energy Cooperative
Association as a non-profit cooperative in the District of Columbia. A copy of that filing is included in
this attachment. At the time that the Northwest Energy Cooperative Association was formed, the
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania did net have a law to allow for incorporation as a cooperative so The
Energy Co-op had to incorporate under DC’s law. Eventually Pennsylvania passed a law in 1988. On
June 18, 1998 The Energy Co-op filed Articles of Domestication of a Forcign Corporation changing the
domicile of the Cooperative 1o the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. The Energy Co-op also filed Articles
of Amendment changing the name to the Energy Cooperative Association of Pennsylvania, both of those
documents are included in this Attachment.
